At the foot of Cucamonga 
Peak in the rugged San Ga- 
briel Mountains, the rough 
terrain gives way to a gentle 
slope. On this slope is situated |

College. 


The site, oringinally pur- 
chased some five years ago, 
offers spaciousness and ade- 
quate room for expansion. The 
campus buildings are of a+ 
pleasing low-line functional de- 
sign that blend ideally with 
the location.
